Donahey Asks Support of 


Ohio People in First Speech 


Columbus, Jan. 8.—A pledge to be 
"governor of all the people" and to 
impartially 
enforce all 
laws was 


made in the brief inaugural address 
of Vic Donahey who today became 
Ohio's 50th governor. 
Hig- address 


contained an appeal to Ohio people 
for their 
loyal support, declaring 
that without it, the governor will be 
helpless. 


Governor Donahey's inaugural ad- 
dress follows: 
"In common -with several elected 
state officials, representing two po- 
litical parties, I have just taken the 
oath of office which requires the 
governor of Ohio to support the con- 
stitution of the state and the United 
States and to enforce faithfully all 
laws. I have done so without men- 
tal reservation. Without the loyal 
support of the public, however, the 
governor will be helpless. 
At the 
outset, therefore, I must appeal to 
the good will and the helpful support 
of the people, as well as of all offi- 
cials if I am to fulfill* the vows J 
have just taken. 
"Permit me to outline briefly a few 


specific duties affecting the economic 
and socia.l 
welfare of 
the people. 


Father of Head of R. B. 


White Lumber Com- 
pany Was 
Lumber Industry. 


Kansas City, ilo., Jan. 8.—Capt. 


John Barber 
White, 75 years 


who died last Friday, was buried in 


t- Washington cemetery today. 
Captain White, father of Raymond 
E. White, head of the R. B. White 
Lumber company of Newark, Ohio, 
was a pioneer in the lumber indus- 
try of Kansas City. He was one of 
the most widely known lumber men 
in the United States. He was ap- 
pointed to the shipping board by 
President Wilson. In 1905 llr. White 
was appointed by President Roose- 
velt as his personal investigator in- 
to affairs of the Cass Lake, Minn., 
Indian reservation. 
Possessed of a genealogical library 


valued at $40,000, the largest of its 
kind in the west, he was an author- 
ity on geneology. 


In a three-column account of Capt. 
White's life the Kansas City Times 
refers to his numerous business and 
taanking connections, his prominence 
in the community and says: "Cap- 
tain White was widely known in the 
lumber industry, and was a big fac- 
tor in the business and civic pro- 
;ress of Kansas City. He was a 


which our constitution and laws im- 
pose upon the chief executive. The 
constitution declares that the su- 
preme executive power of this state 
shall be vested in the governor. This 
necessarily embraces the appoint- 
ment of departmental officials and 
employes, and I promise to. appoint 
only honest, capable and 
efficient 


men and women. I shall not know- 
ingly appoint any who are dishonest 
of inefficient. 


"The constitution furthermore con- 
fers upon the governor the right to 
grant reprieves, commutations and 
pardons: I pledge that there shall 
be no abuse of this power. Society 
can protect itself only by strict en- 
forcement of. penal laws. One of the 
greatest dangers confronting our 
country today, in my opinion, is a 
tendency to a disregard for old fash- 
ioned discipline in both public and 
private life. 


"The constitution provides also 
that a governor shall be commander 
in chief of the military and naval 
forces of the state. I hope I may 
never be required to exercise this 
prerogative but if necessary to pre 
serve the peace and guard the safety 
of our people, I shall not hesitate 
in the performance of this duty. 
"The governor is erquired under 


the constitution to fill vacancies that 
may arise on the bench of Ohio and 
its sub-divisions. You may rest as- 
sured that-1 shall appoint judges of 
abilitj', honesty and fitness, and not 
mere politicians. The last Tibpe and 
security of our people lies in a pure, 
non-partisan judiciary. 
- ' 
"The governor by law is given the 
. 
power to veto acts of the general 
Pioneer in ^emblv. If it becomes necessary to 
exercise this power, delegated by the 
people. I shall not hesitate and shall 
file with the veto a message giving 
my reasons therefore. 
"I shall in no' way attempt to en- 


old, i croach upon the prerogatives of the 


general assembly, but will seek in 
every manner possible to be helpful 
to the end that the- people's govern- 
ment sha.ll be economically and con- 
structively administered. 
'The constitution 
provides that 
the governor send a message to the 
general assembly, showing the con- 
dition of the state and bringing to 
the attention of the lawmakers ^ 
subjects as the governor may deem 
expedient. 
T shall f.o that tomor- 


row. It will be a message not mere- 
ly to tbe legislature but to the peo- 
ple of Ohio. I hope you may read it 
and advise your public servants if 
the policies enunciated do not meet 
with your approval. A second mes- 
sage to the general assembly at an 
early date will be of vital importance 
to all the peonle and I ask that you 
give it your earnest consideration. 
"At ail times I shall attempt to be 
a true spokesman of the people and 
T have no desire except to carry out 
their "Ball.

BUSINESS-LIKE 
TERMS ON DEBT 


Head of British Commis- 


sion Declares'He Asks 


No Favors 


'Repayment to Last Cent' 


Is Message to Debt 


Commission 


Washington, Jan. 8.—Great Bri- 


tain wants a fair business settle 
ment of her five billion dollar war 
debt to the United States on suc'n 
terms as will produce the least pos 
sible disturbance in the two coun 
tries, Stanley Baldwin, the British 
chancellor of the exchequer declared 
today in address before the British 
and American debt 
funding com- 
mittees. 


"We are not here to ask for fav- 
ors or to impose on 
generosity," 


said Mr. Baldwin. "\Ve want a fair 
business settlement, a square deal, 
a settlement that will secure for 
America the'repayment to tho last 
cent of those credits which the Unit- 
ed States government established in 
America Jor us, their associates in 
the war."

SERIOUS FLOOD 


Torrential Rains For Sev- 


eral Days Cause Wil- 
lamette River to Over- 
flow Its Banks. 


Portland, Oregon, Jan. 8.—Flood 
waters drew a closer cordon about 
Portland today while reports from 
all sections of western Oregon and 
southwestern 
Washington 
pictured 
vast areas under water and many 
towns and 
communities 
isolated. 
Cessation of the torrential rains of 
the last few days gave promise that 
the crest of the flood was about over 


Although the Cowlitz and a few 
other small stream late last night 
still were rising, reports from Wil- 
lamette valley points were that many 
rivers tributary to the Willamette 
were falling rapidly. 


A cloudburst four miles from Mor- 


ton, 
Washington, Saturday wrecked 
the West Fork Logging company.! 
A five foot wall of water overturned 
nearly every building in the camp. 
One man and his two year old son 
were reported missing. 


As the situation stood early today, 
the crest of the flood pouring down 
the Willamette had not yet reached 
Portland and the river here was ris- 
ing nearly two inches hourly. Trains 
were running in and out of the city 
in haphazard way or not at all. 


Reports from Salem were that the 
country round about was experienc- 
ing the most severe flood since 1S90. 
With railway service closed and high- 
ways flooded, the city was virtually 
isolated.

day evening but denied they had 
been in a fight.

Donahey 
received the 
crowds, as 


they made their -way through th«

decorated corridors of tha . 
state house. The governor then re- 
tired to his hotel room.

inaugural is a formal reception to 
be held tonight in the senate cham"- 
ber in the statehouse.' 
Here, the 


new governor will receive the jus- 
tices of the Ohio supreme court, 
state judiciary, state officials and 
officers of the army and navy, the 
Ohio national guard, and the public.

Swedish Scientists Say It 


Will Continue to Shine 
For 86 Billion Years. 


Stockholm — "The sun can keep on 
shinning at the present rate tot 
another 86,000,000,000 years, and U 
human culture is to perish it will 
not be for lack of sunshine." This 
startling and whimsical statement 
was made in the course of a recent 
lecture by Dr. Svante Arrhenius, th* 
Swedish authority on astrophysics, 
in 
which 
he 
explained 
certain 
theories and discoveries regarding 
solar conditions. 
"Suppose the sun were a mass of 
coal," said Dr. Arrhenius, in order 
to illustrate his problem. 
"Giving 
forth heat energy at the present 
rate, it would then have lasted only 
4,000 years, or about half as long 
as the period of known history. But 
since there were living things of 
some kind on earth at least 1,000,- 
000,000 years ago, and since there 
has evidently been very little deterl- 
oriation of the sun during that 
period of time, any theory of the 
expenditure of solar energy must 
provide for upwards of one hundred 
billion yearsV' 


Though it is difficult to interpret 
Dr. Arrhenius in popular language, 
it may be of interest to

general theory. Heavenly bodies De-* 
gin as cold nebulous masses of hy- 
drogen, helium and the so-called 
nebulium. Light then arises through 
radioactivity. The hydrogen is con- 
densed to form the other two ele- 
ments, helium nebulium, and from 
these develop a whole series of hea- 
vier elements, the most abundant of 
which is iron. After this stage ha* 
been passed, the radioactive ele- 
ments again resolve themselves into 
unstable elements and produce heli- 
um. 
This chemical process, going 


on in cycles, accounts for the lavish, 
production of light and heat by th« 
sun. 
% 
"What becomes of dead sung and 
stars? Dr Arrhenius replied to this 
question that celestial bodies which 
have burned out may flame tip again - 
in case they happen to wander into 
nebulous regions where 
condensa- 


tion and production of heat again 
take place. Thus he explained th* 
discoveries of new stars which are 
frequently 
announced by astron- 


omers. 
Dr. Arrhenius paid a tribute to 
the successful work of American as- 
tronomers, remaking wistfully that, 
in addition to bright skies, they are 
also favored by ample funds for re- 
search and experiment.
